Dear Mr. Abdo: 

This is an interim response to your letter dated May 9, 2017 (Enclosure 1) which was 
received by the Information Management Division of the Office of the Director of National 
Intelligence (ODNI) on May 10, 2017. Pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) you 
lequested recoids pertaining to agency prepublication review of writings by certain former 
government officials. Your request is being processed in accordance with the FOIA (5 U S C S 
552). 


This is ODNI’s first release in response to your FOIA request. Enclosed you will find 
three responsive records which total 28 pages (Enclosure 2). One of the records is being released 
in full, and the remaining two records are being released with redactions. The ODNI identified 
material requiring withholding pursuant to FOIA exemption (b)(3), which applies to information 
exempt from disclosure by statute. Specifically, the National Security Act of 1947, as amended, 
protects against disclosure of intelligence sources and methods, including the redacted 
information in the two records released to you today. See 50 U.S.C. § 3024(i)(l). 


In addition, the CIA has determined information within one document must be withheld 
pursuant to FOIA exemption (b)(6). 

We will continue to review and process the remaining potentially responsive documents 
located in ODNTs search.

politicized, resulting in escalating public and congressional concern. 2 The 
dysfunction and politicization of the prepubiication-rcview system raises 
serious First Amendment concern*. J

I hat 
request, attached hereto as Exhibit A, is now the subject of litigation. 

Records disclosed in response to the ACLU's earlier KOI A request, raise 
new questions about the way that the prepublication-review process 
operates in practice. Accordingly, the Requesters now seek additional 
records.
